Life for Welland Canal Outrage.

HAWAII! AT PRESENT PLAYING 
A PROMINENT PART. 
BY MRS. OLIVE LOGAR. 

[Special Correspondence of The Times.) 


ASHINGTON, March 13.—Hawati 
looms up large at present. Sena- 
tor Carter of Honolulu leaves this 


morning for the Pacific Coast, to re- 
turn about April 1, in company with 
Gov. Dole, who has been sent for, it 
is understood, by the President, that 
the whole situation in the Territory 
may be reviewed. Mourtains of in- 
formation relating to Hawali are @*ing 
daily unloaded on the President, all 
of which pertains in one way or an- 
other to the Dole adnfinistration, which 
is being combated fiercely by one set 
of people, and just as strenuously up- 
held by another set. Of one thing 
everybody in Washington feels sure, 
and that is that mere unsupported 
charges against Mr. Dole, or against 
any other. man, will be unregarded by 
the President. Nearly everybody in 
Hawaii is described as a politician, and 
the usual charge and counter-charge 
is being vigorously advanced.

communities, the change in the tone 
of rural life would bring with it im- 
portant and far-reaching consequences,

-? of California. In this amended map 

; even San Francisco is taken into the 
fold of the “isothermal belt,” which 
makes this statement: all tire more 
extraordinary, not to say ridiculous. 
The climate of San Francisco is in- 
deed “a bit colder” than that of 
Sacramento, or Fresno, say in the 
month of August, when people sit 
before big coal fires in the Palace 
Hotel reading-room, and the rosy- 
cheeked girls hurry by in their seal- 
skin wraps. 

Why a respectable, responsible and 
representative paper like the San 
Francisco Chronicle should persist in 
publishing such a palpably erroneous 
and misleading statement is one of 
those things that “no fellow can 
make out.” At least, we confess 
that we cannot. As we have said, 
such a statement cannot possibly in- 
jure Southern California, because the 
facts are patent to anybody who 
makes a trip through the State, and 
is in the least sensitive to varia- 
tions of temperature. It must, how- 
ever, inevitab.y react upon the cen- 
tral and northern part of the State. 
If the Chronicle had made a compari- 
son between the interior valleys of 
Southern California and the interior 
valleys of Central and Northern Cali- 
forniag-on the one hand, and be- 
tween the coast sections of Southern 
California and the coast sections of 
Central and Northern California, on 
the other hand, there would have 
been leas cause for criticism; but to 
compare the climate—and especially 
the summer climate—of San 
and Santa Monica and San Francisco 
with that of Bakersfield and Fresno 
and Sacramento is so extraordinary 
as to be ridiculous. It would be a 
subject for derision and laughter, 
rather than for criticism, were it not 
that strangers who are unacquainted 
with conditions prevailing in Califor- 
nia are likely to be misled. Take, 
for instance, a prospective settier 
who comes into Southern California 
over the canta Fé route, or the Sun- 
set route of the Southern Pacific, and 
who, after spending a few weeks at 
San Diego, Santa Monica and Los An- 
geles, gets hold of a copy of the 
Chronicle’s ciimatic map, and starts 
out to visit Bakersfield, and Fresno, 
and Stockton, and Sacramento, and 
other places in the isothermal belt, 
where “for practical purposes there 
is no difference in productivity or in 
climate.” What would be the impres- 
sions of such a man, say in the month 
of August, who had brought with him 
the same garments which he found 
comfortable on the coast of South- 
ern California? He would certainly 
not be impressed ‘with the veracity of 
the statements published in the 
Chronicle, and it is a safe wager that 
he would be inclined to doubt other 
statements made there which are ab- 
solutely true. He would probably re- 
turn, in a hurry. to Southern Cali- 
fornia, and tell his friends that the 
country north of the ‘iehachepi is a 
fraud—which, as we know,-it is not. 
The same statement applies to a man 
who should come. straight through 
from the East to San Francisco, over 
the Central Pacific route, in summer, 
and after spending a short time in

SHE 'TIMES-MIRROR COMPANY. 


Thess are imposing six-bit words, 
but we shall proceed to prove ‘em. 
The San Francisco Chronicle, on 
Saturday last, published another in- 
Stallment of its two page department 
entitied “March of Improvement of 
Interior and Northern California,” 
which has become a regular feature 
of the paper. And a very valuable 
feature it is, which should be—and 
doubtless is—much appreciated by the 
people of those sections. It looks al- 
most strange, in a San Francisco 
paper, and reminds one strongly of 
the sort of matter that The Times 
has been publishing steadily, in sea- 
60m and out of season, for the past 
twenty years. 

In the issue referred to we read, 

among other things, of the “kingdom 
Of flowers;"’ of a large product from 
@ ten-acre tract; of a movement to 
build a cannery at Dixon; of a prop- 
osition to raise hemp in Sacramento | 
county—rather suggestive, this—of 
an exposition of oil resources planned 
for Bakersfield; of an exhibit that 
Sacramento is to maintain at Ogden, 
to catch home seekers; of the com- 
ing blossom festival in Santa Clara 
county; of the wonderful fertility of 
the Sacramento Valley; of the fruit- 
growing industry in Placer county; 
of the work of the San Joaquin Val- 
ley Conmimercial Association; of the 
mountain resorts of Northern Califor- 
nia, and of other interesting and im- 
portant facts and ideas relating to 
the development of Central and 
Northern California. 

So far, so good. On one of these 
pages, however, under the heading 
“Area of Fertile Empires of North 
and South Compared,” the Chronicle 
republishes that misleading climatic 
map of California, to which The 
Times has already referred, with 
some changes which make it rather 
more misleading than it was before. 
The map is now shown with a smal! 
section, surrounded by a heavy line, 
including portions of Santa Barbara, 
Ventura, Los Angeles, San Bernar- 
dino, Riverside and San  Dieco 
counties and all of Orange county. 
This, as the Chronicle says, repre- 
sents roughly the developed section 
of Southern California. The other 
line, starting at .or near San Luis 
Obiapo, encloses roughly the great in- 
terior valleys of the San Joaquin and 
Sacramento, and the coast counties 
‘between San Luis Obispo and a point

The House of Representatives 
yesterday, by unanimous vote, adopted 
a resolution offered by Mr. Richard- 
son of Tennessee, providing for the 
appointment of a committee of 
seven to investigate the charges al- 
leged to have been made by Walter 
Christmas, a semi-official representa- 
tive of the government of Denmark, 
in a secret report to that govern- 
ment, from which it is made to ap- 
pear that he (Christmas) was to re- 
ceive the sum of $500,000, or there- 
about, out of the purchase money to 
be paid by our government for the 
Danish West India Islands, the money 
so received by Christmas to be used 
for bribing members of Congress and 
newspapers in the United States. 
These charges are of a grave na- 
ture, and an investigation is imperfa- 
tively demanded. The House, there- 
fore. did well to adopt the resolution 
offered by Mr. Richardson. The 
fact that this action was taken by 
unanimous vote is a gratifying fact 
in this connection. as indicating a de- 
sire on the part of all members, ir- 
respective of party allegiances, to 
have the alleged facts of the matter 
thoroughly ventilated.

Is it not true that 
the American people, especially of the 
Pacific slope, and the fruits of their 
industries are being hawked in the 
markets of Burope, like sheep in the 
shambies? Is it not true that at the 
present time they are engaged in mak- 
ing combimations, the end of which is 
to extort moge money from those peo- 
ple? Is it not true, as we read in your 
paper, that the governments of the 
Northern States and of the Middle 
West are appealing to the legislatures 
for funds to protect them against those 
magnates? 
Question: Is it right that these so- 
calied great American jealous 
and exacting of their rights, should be 
in this. matter much farther behind in 
their care and treatment in regard to 
these railroad concentrations end mo- 
nopolies, than are the people of the 
monarchial governments of Europe, or, 
for example, than New Zealand? 
Question: If in the brief time of less 
than forty years t things have 
mere than doubled in. value, and the 
manipuiators look forward to doing it 
three or four times over in the near 
future, is it right and is it compatible 
with the spirit of our government that 
these things are to continue to that 
end? Is it true, as stated Im your 
paper, that at times we cannot get our 
roducts to market with any punctual- 
ty whatsoever? We say our oranges, 
for instance, are hauled out on the des- 
ert and left standing on the tracks for 
the convenience of these people. Is is 
mot true thet the interests of the pub- 
lic are made a matter of their con- 
venience? If this “little” end of the 
thing on this side of the continent is 
netting per annum forty or perhaps 
fifty millions of dollars now, what 
are the other two-thirds doing? Is it 
right that we should continue to mul- 
tiply upon ourselves these vast 
amounts, augmenting annually, and is 
it right that half a dozen people should 
sit down and dictate as to the inter- 
ests and revenues of this so-called free 
and enlightened people? If we are to 
judge the future by the past, what will 
the next forty years produce? Are the 
people of the United States going to 
sit quietly down with the credit that 
wlll command the money of the world 
at 2 per cent., and be made the instru- 
ments to augment the taxes that are 
to be placed upon them for these pur- 


Question: How are they to prevent 
it, and what are they going to do to 
avoid it? I will suggest, roughly, that 
the distance between the Atliantie and 
Pacific Ocean is about 3000 miles, and 
will say, for the purposes of this arti- 
cle, that it is 2000 miles from the Great 
Lakes to the Gulf of Megzico. I see no 
better solution of the problem than for 
the government of the United States, 
“for the people and by the people.” to 
start to build and equip a first-class 
railroad from the Atlantic to the Pa- 
cifie Ocean, and-from the Great Lakes 
to the Gulf of Mexico, and so arrange 
freights and fares as that we will in 
forty years pay the entire cost and 
operation of the road “by the peo- 
ple and for the people,” the benefits of 
the charges to be so arranged, as 
aforesaid, as to pay the whole off in 
thirty or forty years, aad thereafter to 
run it for the benefit of the people of 
the United States. 

I will say in the rough that 6000 
miles of railroad will cost $40,000 or 
$50,000 to the mile, equipped, Double 
the track and see what it coste—$40,000 
more equipped, and we will say that 
there is 5090 miles at $90,000 to the mile.

ceeds of the purchase money. arising 
from the sale of said islands to the 
United States, when the same shall 
have been paid by the United States 
to Denmark, for the express purpose, 
as has been declared, and set forth 
by him in his sald secret report to 
his government, for the bribing of the 
members of the United States Con- 
gtess, including members of the House 
of Representatives, and other promi- 
nent citizens of this country, and for 
subsidizing American newspapers, to 
the end that the pending treaty be- 
tween the United States and Denmark 
for the sale of the islands by the 
latter to the former government may 
be consummated.” 

The resolutions further recite that 
said secret report states that the said 
$500,000 shall be immediately paid to 
Christmas if the purthasé money is 
paid by the United States for the cor- 
rupt objects set forth.

sale of the said islands.” 

The Republican leaders hurrledly con- 
sulted during the reading of the reso- 
lutions, and when the reading had been 
concluded, Mr. Payne, the maojrity 
leader, immediately made the point of 
order that the matter presented was 
not priviliged. This basis of the reso. 
tution, Mr. Payne said contemptuously, 
| was based upon an alleged secret re- 
port to the Danish government. Mr. 
Richardson met this with the state. 
ment that he had a copy of the secret 
report to the Danish government. 

“On my honor, as a member of this 
House,” said he, “I have now in my 
desk what purports to be, and what I 
believe is that secret confidential re- 
port.

Payne. sarcastically.

Speaker Henderson at this point 
called attention to the fact that the 
language of the resolution charged that 
newspapers and members of Congress 
had been bribed. 
“Mem Congress,” he said, “did 
not necessarily include members of the 
House. If members of the Senate, that 
body must be the custodian of its own 
morals.” 
He thought if the resolution was to 
be privileged, it should specifically in- 
clude members of the House. 
“I am prepared to say.” replied Mr. 
Richardson, “that these charges do in- 
clude members of the House, and will 
amend the resolution to that extent.” 
Speaker Henderson thereupon ruled 
that the matter held was privileged. 
“This is a matter of high privilege,” 
said the Speaker, delivering his ruling 
“Exactly what status a report to a

By this time the interest In the House 
was intense, Almost every seat was 
occupied, and the members HMstened 
eagerly as Mr. Richardson proceeded 
to present his case. First he read ex- 
tracts from the press at Copenhagen. 
These were followed by an affidavit 
from Neils Gron concerning his deal- 
ings with certain people here, but they 
were not particularly sensational. The 
real sensation came when he started 


to read from what purported to be the 
report of Walter Christmas concerning 
the negotiations. He prefaced the read- 
ing by the statement that it would 
show a “corrupt bargain,” worthy of 
the consideration of the public. The re- 
port was too long, he said, to be read 
in full. 

“I will only read the luscious ex- 
tracts, which, if true, should bring 
the blush of shame to the cheek of 
every American,” said he, “for the 
statement will disgrace this country in 
the eyes of every foreign country in 
the world. This is what this corrupt 
bargainer says.” 

He then, proceeded to read Christ- 
mas'’s account of his interview with 
the Prime Minister of Denmark, in 
which he was said to have told the 
minister of the necessity for the use 
of money to bring the negotiations for 
the sale of the islands to a successful 
termination. He told of his acquaint- 
ance with Abner McKinley, Pres'dent 
McKinley's brother, and his law part- 
ner, Col. Brown, two gentlemen whom 
Christmas dercribed as “having the en- 
try to the White House and being fa- 
miliar with the ways of American poli- 
tics and what members of Congress 
would have to be paid to accomplish 
the results desired.” 
The report then described how 
Christmas had enlisted not only Pre-t- 
dent McKinley's brother and his part- 
ner, but two press associations, one 
In New York and one in Washington, 
and a prominent banking house in 
New York in the sale of the islands. 

Mr. Richardson said that Christmas, 
in speaking of an invitation to mem- 
bers of Congress to dine with him at 
the Ho‘el Raleigh in this city, said, 
in his »port: 

“It was not alone the members of 
Congrets I had to invite. I had as 
my special assistants two men, C. W. 
Knox, who was an intimate friend of 
Senator Hanna, and Richard P. Evans, 
a lawyer in Washington, who repre- 
sented Mr. Gardner and his friends in 
the House. These took an active part 
in the personal agitation, since they 
talked with a large number of mem- 
bers of Congress and agitated for the 
purchase of the islands I had con- 
tracts with them both. according to 
which they, and through them certain 
members of Congress, should have a 
share of the commission if the sale 
took place, but the two gentlemen's 
agitation expenses, etc., bills in res- 
taurants and hotels, I had to pay. The 
two press associations, Abner McK!n- 
ley and Brown, Evans, Knox and 
others had promised that their con- 
tracts should be guaranteed by the 
house of Seligman. To this the bank- 
ing house had agreed, as it should in 
no way or another have to be recog- 
nized by the Danish government.” 

Mr. Richardson then proceeded: 

“Now, Mr. Speaker, I could make 
more of these quotations, but I will not 
take the time of the House. It is 
enough to show what a report this 
creature has made to the Danish gov- 
ernment, this man whom our Secretary 
of State used as an agent—I was about 
to say tool—but as an agent, to carry 
a trusted diplomat from our legation tn 
London to the court at Copenhagen, 
and there entertain this trusted agent 
and procure him admission and intro- 
duction to the Prime Minister of Den- 
mark, which resulted in putting on foot 
the negotiations leading to this treaty. 

“Now, I am not here to charge, and 
I do not charge, that any American 
Congressman or Senator has been 
bribed in this matter; but here is the 
declaration of this agent of the Danish 
government and of our own govern- 
ment that he had _ contracts for 
$500,000 of the money which we sup- 
posed we were paying into the treasury 
of Denmark for there islands, to be 
used, as he said, for the corrupt pur- 
pose of bribing American Congress- 


men. 

“Does this not demand an Investiga- 
tion at our hands? Are we to sit 
here and permit, this paper to be pub- 
lished in the leading papers, not only 
of Denmark and the United States?— 
because a portion cf this report, making 
these charges, has already been 
printed in a Philadelphia paper and 
in some other papers in this country, 
also in the London Times. It has been 
printed, I venture to say, in the lead- 
ing papers of every capital of Europe. 
These charges: have gone forth to the 
world that there is a condition of 
affairs In the United States Congress, 
as described by this Minister, that is 
‘simply horrible, and that he has known 
it for a long time. p 

“Does such a state of affairs exist, 
Mr. Speaker? Every member of Con- 
gress can be called and interrogated 
upon his oath if he met this man 
Christmas; if he dined with him at 
the hotels; if he sought in any way 
to make public opinion in favor of 
the ratification of this treaty for the 
‘purchase of the Danish Islands. 

“T have so far made no reflections 
upon any American official, but I do 
say this, that these facts that I have 
submitted here, the extracts from 
these Danish papers, 
this corrupt contract 
been exposed and published since the 
28th day of January in the Danish 
papers. I take it that the Senate of 
the United States did not know on 
the 17th day of February that $500,- 
000 of that money had been bargained 
away for the corrupt purpose of buy- 
ing them and you and the balance of 
ys into the support of this measure, 
and yet on the 17th day of February, 
the American Senate almost uwnani- 
mously, as I believe, and as has been 
published In the newspapers, ratified 
this treaty.

CHARTER COMMISSION. 


No Quorum Last Night and No Busi- 
ness Done—Next Week's Meeting of 


Great Importance. 

Ten members of the Charter Re- 
vision Committee met at the Coun-ll 
Chamber last evening, but as there 
Was no quorum no business was trans- 
acted. At the eleventh hour, after the 
meeting disbanded, the eleventh mem- 
ber, necessary to make a quorum, 
made his appearance. It was Councll- 
man Blanchard. Those who were on 
hand, prepared to proceed with action 
on amendments to the charter were 
the Mayor, Scott, Finlayson, Powers, 
Frank, Millard, Walker, Mathews, 
Stafford and Alien. Including Bianch- 
Councilmen were absent. 
This was but the third meeting of thé 
commission, and the absence of haif 
the members is taken to indicate that 
interest has been lost rather early in 
the proceedings. 

It is expected that next week's 
meeting will be attended by a major- 
oo of the body, as the Committee on 
Elections and Appointments wil! make 
a preliminary report, setting forth 
their ideas relative to the time and 
mananer-of electing and appointing all 
eity officers and commissions: what 
officer: and commissions shall* be ap- 
pointed: by whom the appointments 
shall be made, and the tenure of of- 
fice of the officers and commissioners. 
The members of this committee are 
Frank, Haas and “Finlayson. Thy 
will szneet Monday afternoon next at 
the voice of Attorney Finlayson. 

The ’ublic forks Committee also 


is expected to report at the next meet- 


ing, on the powers and cuties of the 
Board of Public Works: those duties 
apperte'ning to the improvement and 
maintenance of streets; changes of 
grades; p-oceedings to condemn prop- 
erty therefor; construction and main- 
tenance of. sewers and drainage: as- 
sessments for the opening and 
provement of streets, and the 
struction of sewers, drainage 
bridges. Finlayson, Walker and Staf- 
ford compose this committee. 

The Law Committee ha« sent to 


prominent attorneys a communication 
requesting their opinion relative’ to 
such amendments to the charter as 
may conflict with the general law of 
the State. 

The Charter Revision Committee is 
in urgent need of copies of the Los 
Angeles charter adopted in 1889 and 
‘now in force. But a small number 
were printed and few are obtainable. 
Possessors of copies will find thankful 
recipients by sending them to _ the 
secretary of the commission, at’ the 
City Hall. 


Three-year-old Baby Falls Under 
Wheels of Loaded Sand Wagon and 
is Fatally Injured.

MARIE MORENO SMITES HUSBAND 
WITH A LAMP. 
o-— - 
Blazing Oil Envelops Head of Fer- 
nando Rancher, Who May Die— 
Woman in County Jail, Charged With 
Attempt to Kill. 


Marie Moreno, a San Fernand» vi- 
rago, was arrested yesterday, charged 
with assault with a deadly weapon, 
with attempt to murder Carlos Moreno. 
her husband. In default of $1000 bail 
she is a prisoner at the County Jail. 
The complaint against the woman was 
sworn to by Romulo Pico of San Fer. 
nando. 

The woman ts charged with throwing 
a lamp at her husband on the evening 
of the 15th inst. at a house in which she 
lives in San Fernando. The lamp 
struck him in the head and exploded, 
the blazing oil dashing over his face 
fire to his bushy 
beard and hair and burning hie skin 
to a crisp. In attempting to smother 
the flames his hands were scorched se- 
verely, and it is believed he inhaled 
the flames. 

Moreno, who is about 530 years old, 
married the woman some time ago. She 
isan American, and her reputation was 
not unsullied when the wnion took 
place. The couple moved to Moreno’s 
ranch in the western part of the San 
Fernando, but Marie soon wearied of 
her spouse and craved return to her 
old life in the fascinating glamour of 
San Fernando. She said Carlos was a 
poor provider; that he did not give her 
enough to eat, and that her life on the 
ranch was not at all pleasant, so she 
left him. 

On the night of the assault Moreno 


visited his wife at her choseg habita- 


tion, finding her surrounded by a num- 
ber of male admirers. Moreno is said 
to be of a peacable disposition, but the 
couple soon engaged in a war of words, 
which ended when Marie picked up the 
lamp and hurled it at the head of 
Carlos, with the disastrous result 
named. 

Moreno was taken to his home in 
the mountains, and there was given at- 
tention, but his condition was serious, 
and it was reported yesterday that he 
was about to die. For the purpose of 
taking the man’s ante-mortem state- 
ment, Deputy District Attorney Mc- 
Comas went to San Fernando yesterday 
and called on the injured man. Moreno 
said he had no expectation of death 
from his injuries, however, though 
he complained of internal injuries, and 
the burns about his and neck 
were causing him great pain. 

Owing to the savage nature of the as- 
sault and the possibility of a fatal 
termination, Constable Peter Lopes ar- 
rested the woman and she was taken 
before Justice Barclay of San Fernando, 
who held her to answer to the Superior 
Court. She was brought to Los An. 
geles and imprisoned last evening.

OPENS A NEW MARKET FOR LOS 
ANGELES BONDS.

Supply Firm Sues Board of Directors 
to Fix Stockho'ders’ Liability on 
Small Judgment—San Pedro Trouble 
About Street Work. 


Creditors of the Lighthouse Oil Com- 
pany have filed a contribution suit in 
the Superior Court,’ seeking to fix 
stockholders’ liability upon the direct- 
ors of the corporation. 

The action involves $486.97. 

Fairbanks, Morse & Co., of Chicago, 
with local headquarters on South hos 
Angeles street, are the plaintiffs, and 
they seek to recover the above amount 
due on an unsatisfied judgment of 
$656.75 for oil-well supplies. The other 
defendants, besides the corporation, 
are A. A. Irish, B. R. Jones, G. °W. 
Chandler, Mrs. Mary Leonard Ward 
and Miss Nellie Scott. 

The company incorporated in July, 
1900, with a capitalization of $300,000, 
divided into $1 shares. Of this amount 
Irish subscribed 5000 shares, Chandler 
5000, Jones 10,000, and in September 
Mrs. Ward 40,000, 

They paid 5 cents for the stock. 

Now, allege plaintiffs, the company 
is without assets, save for the 95-cent 
balance due on all the subscribed 
stock, in accordance with a recent de- 
cision of the Supreme Court. Last 
November a sale of the company’s 
property was made under execution, 
and returned $71.32. 

Miss Neille Scottis made a defend- 
anc, it is alleged, because she holds the 
Ftock oOriginaiy issued to Mrs. Ward. 


The transfer was made last Septem- 
ber, says the complaint, without con- 
sideration and in bad faith, to ailow 


Mrs. Ward to escape ,the liability upon 
her by reasen of her ownership of the 
stock, and it is further alleged that 
Miss Scott is “pecuniarily irresponsible 
and insolvent.” 

Plaintiffs sold their 
company during the year following 
September, 1900, and they say that 
Mre.

Flynn Accused of Selling Liquor 
Without License—Maj. Bell a Member. 
Rosa Harris Tried for Vagrancy—Two 
“Hung” Juries. 


“Mondonville,” the notorious road- 
house out Washington street was the 
target for another shot from the police 
yesterday, 

P. J. Flynn, the man who has the 
present distinction of being the pro- 


+ prietor, was brought up before Justice 


Morgan and a jury on criminal charges 
of selling Uquor without a license. 

Fiynn calls the place the “Army and 
Navy Club,” and claims that his “club” 
has as much right to sell liquor as any 
other. G.A.R. men were furious when 
the roadhouse was so named, and tried 
to bring pressure to bear to make 
Fiynn change the name. 

Fiynn claims that no drinks are 
served except to persons presenting 
membership cards. Fiynn's “club,” 
however, is in one respect the most 
unique veterans’ association in the 
world. It has a young woman as one 
of its officers, and Flynn's wife is the 
“secretary.” 

One of the witnesses called in Flynn's 
defense in an attempt to show that it 
is a sure-enough club was Maj. Horace 


Bell said that he had been asked to 
be a member of the “Army and Navy 
Club,”” and joined because of the name. 

“And you enjoyed the benefits and 
pleasures of the club’ asked Flyrn’s 
lawyer. 

"I don't know about the pleasures,” 
said Bell. “I paid the dues.” 

“Are you a drinking man’” was the 
lawyer's next. ‘

New Code of Procedure. 

The late contest between the irri-

As the practice now is, every time a 
power company wishes a right of way 
through the reservations an a}-plicu- 
tion is made to the officials of the Land 
Department. When the hearing upon 
this petition is fought through from the 
local office to the head of the depart- 
ment in case of contest it settles noth- 
ing but that individual case, and the 
decision is no doubt subject to extreme 
judicial review should either party 
carry its cause beyond the jurisdiction 
of the Interior Department. Thus it is 
that should a dozen petitions for con- 
cessions be settled outside the courts it 
would leave no judicial precedent, ro 
line of court decisions from which gen- 
erai principles could be evolved touch- 
ing the vested rights of the irrigators 
or the possible rights of wer users. 
The principle involved is the possibility 
of depriving the irrigators of real own- 
ership in granting to the power com- 
panies these concessions, in which pro- 
cedure the former may be deprived cf 
the right of judicial review. 

The rights of neither the power vom. 
panies nor the water users could be 
placed in jeopardy were a Federal 
Statute passed changing the jurisdic. 
tion of these applications for rights cf 
“way from the Interior Department to 
the Federal! or State courts within the 
district or the county in which the 
question may arise. As it is the irri- 
gators are obliged to fight over the 
same ground every time an application 
for right of way is made, no matter 
how often they maybe victorious in 
similar contests. In the late case in 
the San Gabriel Cafion the irrigators 
were put to an expense of $5000, when 
possibly it could have been settled in 
the United States courts for one-half 
that sum were the laws changed to 
give jurisdiction to the Federal courts. 
What all parties in interest should 
have is the opportuhity of determining 
these contests as soon as filings for 
pipe lines are made by the power ccm- 
panies. The law would benefit the 
power people as quickly if their cause 
is just—in other words, would place tne 
settlement of these vexatious and ex- 
pensive cases at home, where all the 
facts could be applied by the courts, 
and in which a line of decisions would 
finally accrue that would be a guide 
in the settlement of most of these con- 
tested rights.

Questionable Policy. 

it is said the Farmers’ Institute in 
session at Pomona yesterday allowed 
better counsel to prevail, and refused 
to precipitate a batue upon the floor 
by encouraging eriticism of Gov. 
Gage's vetoed bills. At the noon hour 
Thursday a warm debate was just 
Starting upon the veto of the famous 
fertilizer bill. Adjournment prevented 
its continuance, ag the regular. pro- 
gramme was taken up at the afternoon 
session. The Farmer's Institute or club 
is his forum, about the only one he 
has, and the wisdom of shutting that 
avenue of discussion in his face when 
there is danger of his saying some- 
thing that may not please the poli- 
ticlans is extremely questionable There 
were men present at Thursday's semi- 
political session who were never seen 
at a farmers’ meeting, perhaps, before. 
At any rate they were not members 
of any farmers’ organization, not in 
touch with the spirit of previous effort 
or of present progress. There were but 
few of this class there, however, but 
they boasted that they were there to 
take a hand if any attempt was made 
to denounce the Governor for his fail- 
ure to approve so many of the farm- 
ers’ bills. Gentlemen may cry peagg, 
peace, but there is no peace for the 
farmer at the price of silence. 

Contrast the utterances of William 
F. Smythe with the silence “heard” 
at the farmers’ club meeting down 
Pomona way. Mr. Smythe’s address at 
the meeting of the Sacramento Cham- 
ber of Cémmerce a few days ago is 
reported as follows: 

“The necessity for legislation and 
appropriations of moneys by the State 
for the conservation of flood waters 
was pointed out. Gov. Gage'’s veto of 
the bill appropriating $100,000 for the 
investigation of faets relating to the 
construction of water storage reser- 
voirs and the further develoment of 
irrigation was denominated as calam- 
itous to the State. The speaker held 
that while Gov. Gage, in the interest 
of economy had saved the State $100,- 
000, he had cost it $20,000,000 in the po- 


tential value of flood waters which 
could have been stored. 
“In this connection Smythe said: 


‘Here tn this Capitol, I denounce tae 

veto of that bill as a cruel affront to 

the noblest aspirations of California 

and as a blow aimed at the heart of 

her future greatness and power.’ ” 

Farmers’ Clubs’ Institute. 

Gentlemen of the Farmers’ Clubs of 
Southern California: There are two 
things for which we of Southern Call- 
fornia are to be felicitated—the bravery 
of our people, and our pleasing prospect 
for the near future. I feel to congrat- 
ulate you in view of the pluck of our 
ranchers. For eight years the windows 
of heaven have scarcely been opened; 
the rains have been menacingly scanty, 
yet our people have never lost hope or 
courage, but have gone forward with 
an energy and determination that has 
known few equals in the world’s his- 
tory—a pluck that always forces suc- 
cess. Our farmers’ clubs, excellent as 
is their work and influence, and great 
as is their promise for good, have 
nevertheless felt the effects of this un- 
toward condition of drought and dis- 
couragement, and have too frequently 
languished. In some cases they have 
even ceased to exist. Discouragement 
on the ranch works in two ways to in- 
jure the club; it disheartens enterprise 
and ambition to improve our own and 
our neighbors’ condition; and it also 
calls so loudly on the time in the 
heavy work to bridge disaster, that en- 
terprises, however good and beneficent, 
which are not pushed by necessity, are 
very sure to feel neglect. Thus we un- 
derstand why clubs have lapsed and 
wonder that so many have kept to the 
front, and rejoice that the club work 
and influence have on the whole made 


steady gains in all good lines. Most 
of our people appreciate the value of 
these organizations, and will not suffer 
even the most pressing claim of cir- 
cumstance to keep them from the club 
meetings, or dim their enthusiasm to 
keep the club to its best accomplish- 
ment. 

But a brighter day has dawned. The 
rains have come again in bountiful 
measure. We are assured of a pros- 
perous year aud with the knowledge 
gained through our urgent necessities 
of the past, of a vast underground res- 
ervoir of excellent water, we can hardly 
paint a too glowing picture of our suc- 
cess in the near future. With impedi- 
ments pushed aside, our clubs, which 
form such a poten: factor in this out- 
look of promise, must forge way to the 
front. 

We can hardly exaggerate the good 
that may be effected by these organiza- 
tions at their best. They will advance 
our methods of work as nothing else 
can; they will create a warm social at- 
mosphere and a community of interest 
and thought that will help to work out 
the great problem of the 
fullest coiperation. They may be made. 
and will be made, most potent factors 
in staying corrupt methods in politics, 
and in resisting unwise and injurious 
legislation, and will as surely insist on 
and secure such legislation as our 
growth and necessities demand. Ought 
we not al] to give our best thought to 
ways and means to multiply clubs and 
club influence”? In every county of 
Scuthern California but one there is a 
lively interest in club work. Two coun- 
ties, Riverside and Orange, are very 


thoroughly organized. We have, how- 


to club proceedings which is very de- 
sirable. How can we secure complete 
organization and earnest work to make 
all the very best? I suggest the fol- 
lowing committee, subject to your ap- 
proval, to consider and report upon 
this subject at a later session of this 
Instituic: Prof. C. B, Sumner, Clare- 
mont; E. W. Reed, Cucamonga, and 
James Kyle, Highgrove. 

Close akin te ine club is the Farmers’ 
Clubs’ Institute. This is no “wind- 
up. such as they have at the close of 
the eastern winter institute campaign. 
Our institute work never winds up, but 
puts in its goodly blews in every 
month of the year. This, our annual 
meeting, is to secure the united action 
of all the clubs, and to create a closer 
bond of sympathy and influence, that 
their work may exemplify the nation’s 
motto, “E pluribu’ unum,” and as one 
may be a proud agent in advancing all 
our interest to the very front. Shall 
we suggest the same as we did at the 
Pasadena meeting, shall we have a 
committee or possibly club to espe- 
clally look after legisiation, shall we 
make any change In our programme 
for the annual meeting, calling in, pos- 
Sibly talent and aid from outside, as 
they do at the “wind-ups” East? 
Shall we still further modify our pro- 
gramme from that suggested at River- 
side and carried out at this meeting? 
Furely this annual meeting should be a 
rich feast of the best things agricul- 
turally and should give an impetus to 
progress in our methods, ‘and soctal 
compact and to the club work in its 
entirely, that should tend grandly to 
the betterment of our whole people. 
With your approval, I will appoint the 
following committee to repert on the 
subject: E. L. Koethen, Riverside: C. 
A. Day, Pasadena, and Prof. H. Cul- 
bertson, El Cajon. 

Michigat, my native State, of which 
I am justiy proud, numbers its clubs 
and granges by the hundreds. They 
have their committees on legislation; 
they secure a law taxing equitably the 
great railroad corporations, though re- 
sisted with a zeal and energy worthy 
a better cause. They secure action 
‘vhich matertally lessens taxation; 
they influence tremendously in govern- 
mental affairs, and can and do make 
and unmake officers in high positions. 
This is their right and prerogative. It 
is no less ours. We have already made 
our influence felt. (‘rystallize’ the 
ranch effort in every neighborhood,

islation. Then wholesome legislation 
will not be slaughtered under the influ- 
ence of greed and desire for unjust 
gain, either at the hands of the legis- 
latures or executives in State or ma- 
tion.

It works 
grandly. it kills the boss and corrup- 
tion at one and the same time. This 
is so great in merit that it is bound to 
come. Why may we not, and why 
shall we not hasten its advent here? I 
only refer to the general plan. The 
details may easily be worked out by 
our legislators. The other action i« 
equally worthy our influence. It is 
that a vote be taken at each genera! 
election for local option on the liquor 
question. Each precinct, ward, county 
or State to have license or prohibition 
as the majority of the voters may de- 
termine; this privilege of registering 
their choice being open at every gen- 
erai election. Surely a question of such 
momentous importance should be 
ever open to the judgment and action 
of our people. The judgment of all 
the people if it can be secured will al- 
most always be wise and right. Will 
not the above suggestions, if acted 
upon, tend powerfully to secure this 
judgment” I believe so, and I believe 
that if we would fight for them in 
solid phalanx, we could secure them. 

Our very full programme makes me 
hesitate to detain you longer. 
that the institute wil! be full of inter- 
est and valuable suggestion, and will 
give to us all help and encouragement 
to carry to our homes and everyday 
work, I await your further pieasure.

The Evolution of Road Making. 

In 1893, when the Azusa Improvement 
Club was organized, no one thought 
that Azusa would take a leading part 
in the science of road making.

cume tac, and in need of reconstruc- 
t'on Sw the town has two “eyesores 
a road out of repair and an abun- 
dance of granite boulders. Upon a lot 
belonging to a distinguished inember of 
a distinguished family of Agusa was a 
very sorry-looking pile of rocks, the 
only crop the lot had ever raised. Now 
the rock pile has vanished into crushed 
granite, and has covered about three- 
eighths of a rile of Atusa avenue. 


Believing that our unsightly foothill 


boulders could. be made useful if 
crushed into macadam material, the 
writer raised the question of a rock 


crusher twe years ago, but always run 
up against that great failure he found 
lying in the San Gabriel River—an 
abandoned rock crusher (so called,) 
which was there when he emigrated 
to this country. As the result of the 
“good roads" convention ago 
I received the circulara of a manufac- 
turer who made o reck crusher whics 
was guaranteed to crush ten to four- 
teen tons »f “hard heads” per our, 
with twelve herse power. Whiic in the 


century, | East last summer I determined to bring 


to this Coast one of these crushers, to 
Cemonstrate to our California Super- 
visors and trustees the feasibility of 
crushed-rock roads. 

When the crusher arrived ii vas set 
up. a portable engine secured, and @ 
test instituted. The only Jifficulty we 
ever encountered was to get enough 
stohe into its jaws to keep it busy. The 
test demonstrated that it will casily 
turn out twelve to fifteen yards of 
crushed rock per hour, with the jaws 
set to close to two inches, and load the 
matertal into the wagons, equal to from 
twenty to twenty-five tons. This means 
that the only other expense of «rushing 
and loading besides handiing ihe rock 
into the machine would, under (avor- 
able conditions. be less than 2 cents t-r 
ceuble yard of macadaim material, 
sides the investment in the machine 
and motive power. Im the teat recently 
had at Agcusa. with all the incidental 
troubles of operating a machine no one 
had ever seen before, it never failed to 
please the most exacting, crushing ev- 
erything that entered :ts maw. 

In this test the city of Azusa elected 
to try the experiment wih differen 
sizes of material, the extremes being 
one and a fourth and two inches, The 
resultant product was spread on Azusa 


‘avenue, upon a foundation of hard clay 
about three inches thick, graduated to

THE GRAIN FARM. 
Farm Reserves of Grain. 


Farm stocks of wheat in the United 
States on March 1 are reported by The 
American Agriculturist the smallest in 
percentage ever returned, but on ac- 
count of the very large crop last year 
the aggregate carri over has been 
exceeded only once in ten years.. The 
farm reserve of wheat is reported at 
24.2 per cent. of the crop of 1901, or an 
aggregate farm holding on March 1 of 
182,900,009 bushels. The farm reserve 
one year ago was 133,000,000 bushels, 
two years ago, 164,000,000 bushels, and 
three years ago, 204,000,000 bushels. The 
spring-wheat States naturally show the 
largest amount on hand at the date 
named—Minnesota, with 25,000,000 bush- 
els; North Dakota, 22,000,000 bushels, 
and South Dakota, 8,000,000 bushels. In 
the winter-wheat States, however, Kan- 
sas held 24,000,000 bushels, Pennsyivania 


nearly 9.000.000 bushels, New York, 3,- 
000, bushels, and Ohio, 106,500,000 
bushels. 


Farm stocks of corn are below all 
previous records both in percentage of 
crop and in ager¢sate holdings. Re- 
turns from American Agriculturist cor- 
respondents consolidated show that 
only 30.2 per cent. of the last crop is 
how on the farms, or an aggregate re- 
serve of 429,000,000 bushels. Farm 
stocks of corn one year ago amounted 
to 825,000,000 bushels, two years ago, 
862,000,000 bushels, and in 1899, 711,000,. 
000 bushels. In 1897 the farm stock was 
estimated at 1,084,000,000 bushels.

THE STOCK FARM. 
Rye for Hog Pasture. 


There is a common opinion that’ rye 
fed to pregnant animals will produce 
abortion. If the rye contains ergot, 
there is danger not merely of abortion, 
although we think that danger is over- 
estimated, but danger of producing dry 
gangrene. The ergot of rye, or of any 
other grain, tends to contract the ar- 
teries, and hence weakens the circula- 
tion at the extremities. The ho«cfs he- 
come affected with dry gangrene, the 


skin of the nore peel# off. and in hogs | 


the hair wil! come off: al) the result of 
weakened circulation of the extremil- 
ties. It is therefore dangerous to feed 
chopped rye that contains erget, or tye 
straw, 

The ergot can be readily detected by 
the long black grains known among 
farmers as “spurred” rye. We do not 
see, however, why there should be any 
danger in allowing pregnant sows to 
pasture on green rye, or rye in any 
Other stage. until the ergot begins to 
appear, which its about the time the 
rye is ripe We have never heard of 
any injurious effects from it. There- 
fore, we do not hesitate in saying that 
it is entirely safe.—{Wallace’s Farmer.

Uncertain Yield. 

For two seasons in succession we 
have at this time of the year predicted 
a good honey crop, and in neither case 
did the prophecy come true.

We are, therefore, rather cautious 
this time, and while we shall refrain 
from prophesying, do say that 
we do not see how there can be @ 
failure of bloom this year. With all the 
rain to date there is still an unques- 
tioned deficiency in the southern coun- 
ties, and yet with the thorough March 
soaking which has been given we do 
not see how there can be any lack of 
blossoms during the season when most 
of the honey is stored.

THE FRUIT FARM 
The Kumquat Orange. 

There is a new orange that bas 
jumped into New York popularity all of 
a sudden, the little Kumecuat, a little 
thing that looks like a plum dressed 
in orange skin. They are used for 
garnisbing and for salads, and then 
they are preserved and candied. Three 
years ago it was almost umpossibie to 
sell fresh Kumaquats there, save to con- 
fectioners, but some of the caterers 
took them up as salad relishes, and the 
swells fancied them, and now any 
quantity of them are sold. 

The Kumaquat is a native of South- 
ern China and forms a large bush or 
amall tree when grown on its own 
roots in a loeality free from frost. It is 
extensively cultivated in Japan, and 
has lately been planted in considerable 
quantity in Florida and California. 

Phe little fruits are much prized for 
preserving and are eaten fresh to a 
large extent. A sweet gelatinous layer 
is found between the sour central! pulp 
and the thin, pleasantly flavored rind, 
and forms an agreeable combination 
when the fruit is eaten whole. Two 
varieties are grown, one having round 
fruite and somewhat thorny branches, 
and the other plum-shaped fruits an 
inch in diameter and one and one-half 
to two inches long. The trees bearing 
the oval or plum-shaped frults are al- 
ways thorniess. For pot culture Kum- 
quats are grafted on hardy orange 
(Citrus trifollata) stocks, which dwarfs 
them very much and it is sald to ren. 
der them hardier when grown in the 
open. 

Little trees less than two feet high 
bear as many as 100 fruits, which come 
to full maturity and flavor in a window 
or under glass, if given plenty of sun- 
light and a temperature sufficient to 
keep geraniums in a growing condi- 
tion. They require about the same 
as the dwarf orange, but 
those grafted or budded on hardy 
stocks often “become quite dormant 


are “yj freely of corn at present 
prices, and expect to make more money 
by feeding it than they did when corn 
was at a lower price. 

They ‘are able to buy their feeding 
stock very low from those who cannot 
or dare not feed corn liberally; they 
use it with clover or alfalfa, and force 
their animals to fatten very rapidly, 
and when they are well finished they 
can sell them at a handsome advance 
upon first cost. The advance of about 
1 cent a pound on beef and mutton 
when in prime condition, with lean 
stock crowding the market at nearly a 


>cent a pound less than last year, makes 


the corn worth more to the skillful 
feeders than evér before, or than- for 
many years. The pork raisers are not 
grumbinig at corn prises, for most of 
them grow their own corn and keep 
the hogs to carry the corn to market 
and at $5.75 to $6.75 per 100 pounds, in 
Chicago, the pork pays more for the 
corn than is quoted in the market. 
Where they have well-bred, stock, 
either cattle, sheep or hogs, bred for 
meat production, the profit is larger 
and more certain than on scrubs, and 
those who have such stock are usually 
the ones who have studied the prin- 
ciples of feeding as well as of breeding, 
so that they will make more money 
than the men who know no more than 
their grandfathers did, when every ani- 
mal was a “critter,” and anything they 
would eat was supposed to be “critter 
Cultivator. 


THE POULTRY YARD. 
Hens in Northern California.. 
A Californicn recently wrote to the 


Country Gentleman as follows: As but

Hens may begin set- 
ting on eggs by January 1, thus insur- 
ing good, early stock.

wee men say that California's honey 
crop this year will be the largest that 
has ever been gathered. Weather conm- 
ditions permitted the bees to get an 
early start at honey-making, the flow 
beginning in some localities fully twe 
weeks earlier than usual, and the early 
and late rains, with periods of sun- 
shine between, brought out blossoms 
upon which the bees forage in greater 
profusion than has been seen for seve 


eral years. 

The largest “bee ranch” in the State 
is that of Kelly Bros. in the Santa 
Ynez Mountains, in Santa Barbara 
county, and from these comes the. re- 
port of an unprecedented season 
prosperity. There is a veritable flood 
of honey; every growing thing in the 
mountains seems to yleld the sweet 
nectar. 

Two large camps, with as many men 
employed in- each as can be found to 
work, are employed by Kelly Bros. 
and they are taking out an average of 
2500 pounds of honey a day. This aver- 
age has been maintained for the past 
three weeks, and will continue, the 
owners say, for an indefinite 

The Kelly aplary consists of some 
900 stands, or swarms. The working 
force of bees is increasing at such @ 
rate that it is running away with the 
aciifties for keeping the little work- 
tre under control, Led by new queens, 

warms are leaving the parent hives 
and making quarters for themselves 
wherever they can find a box or tree 
or hole in the ground to enter. It is 
predicted that next year every squirrel 
hole, every stump and every hollow 
tree will be flowing with honey, for 
many. of ‘the swarms have escaped 
from the men whose duty it is to look 
atter them. The increase is greater 
than can be handled. 

But the owners are well satisfied 
with the outlook. The season is the 
best for aplary conditions that they 
have known here. A ton and a quarter 
a day, with the market price at 4% 
cents a pound, is better than a gold

The writer gave as his reason 
for this, that the bill, as introduced, 
had been so changed and amended by 
astute manipulators, that its pas- 
sage, as presented, would have made 
the State the laughing stock of the 
country. As he considered, he had 
ample cause for his negative recom- 
mendation. In view of the fact that 
a fertilizer bill had been before’ the 
Legislature for eight years, he thought 
the only way to obtain the passage of 
the right kind of bill was to unite 
and place it In the hands of men of 
good intention, with the brains and 
ability to handle all phases of the mat- 
ter, who would have it strictly in 
charge, to see that no time was lost, 
and that it was delayed on no side 
track, but reached the Governor by 
the most direct route.
